“It 
appears that Woung Sam, having on his porson 
‘the sum-of $100 in twenty cent pices; with 


| which to pay the wages of hia mastor’s em- 


ployoor, numbering about two hohdred, at Sha- 
tin, whero building operations are at present 
| going on, got. into Tang Tak’s private ricksha 
on Thursday afternoon about four o'clock and, 
accompanied by two coolies—oue in tho shafts 
and the other running belind—sot ont for Sha- 
tin, taking the now road that skirts the hill round 
to that district. When the sixth - milestone 
had boon passed, two men wore seen coming 
along the road towards the ricksha, When 
early opyiosite the vehicle, another man step- 
ped out from some cover where he had been 
concealed, and the three summoned tho ricksha 
to stop, All wore-armed—one with a chopper 
and tho othor two with bamboos—and without 
warning they set upon the foreman and the two 
coolies, ‘The latter, badly ‘bruised and cat, 
succooded in offooting their oscape, leaving 
thoir master tothe -morcy of -his assailants. 
They proceeded to the police station at Shatin 
and reported tho outrage. Sergeant Landor, 
in chairyé thers, got-some' coolies to accompany 
him; and seb out for tho scono of tho assault. 
‘A search revoald tho ‘unfortunate foremun 
with numerous wounds on the head aud body’ 
lying unconscious about twenty feet below the 
road down tho hillside. He was picked up 
and ‘placed carefully in the ricksha, which 
tho robbers, shrewdly guessing that the posses- 
sion of such a cumbrons article would afford a 
sure clus to their identification, had left behind, 
undamaged, The injured man was taken to 
tho Civil Hospital hora, whore le now 
lice, His injuries ore . 80 serious: fat he 
is not expoctad to recover. ‘The two coolies, 
who say they cunnot idontify their ossailants, 
have been detained by the polico, ponding 
enquiries, ‘Therois reuson to byliove that the 
robbers do not come from Hongkong. 

It has long bow tho practice. of this contract- 
ing firm’ to. snd’ the wages of employoos 
in outlying’ districts by one or other of 
thy foreman, a ricksha on such occasions always 
being used. "It in this latter fact thatis sup. 
posod—and apparently reasonably so—to have 
given tle robbers an inkling that money was 
being transmitied, whereupon they lay ‘in 
wait, with the result already stated.

I confeas I do not like the word “reform” 
applied to the naval service. It implies a root- 
ng-up of the old order of things, and the set: 
ting-up of some system entirely new. ‘The 


| conditions of the sarvica are complex, and ita 


present constitution is tha product of centarias 
of evolution. Certainly I am wo advocate of 
Sudden revolution in the navy, but I feol of 
this, that the organisation and training of the 
naval service is not up to date. Iam the more 
free to declare that opinion owing to twenty- 
nino years having passed siice I ventured to 
point out at the United Service Institution how. 
the advance of mechanical science must sffeot the 
organisation and training of the personnel of 
the fleet. At that time the fleat was composed 
Now ‘all offective 
fighting ships are mastless. That: change has 


. | been a revolution, nota reform. ‘During the 


same period, howevor, thore has not been sach 


| marked changes in organisation and training as 


to justify the use of the word “ reform" in des- 
cribing thom. The principles of organisation 
adapted toa sailing fleet remain in full force 
and. offeot whilo the method of training officers 
and men for the service of the flect is, at Inst, 
a matter of bot dispute between all the most 
distinguished admirals. |The only points 
upon which all naval officers agree is that 
“sea-men”’ should be more at ses, and that 
the most ‘important factor in the fighting effi- 
ciency of the fleét is the “ mon behind the gan.” 
Those who have followed the controversy 
cannot fail to observe that the “ stesm-men,” 
that is the engineers, tho artificors, and the 
stokers, are really at the centre of the argu- 
mentative circle, round the circumforénce of 
which tho disputation. runs, But little hood 
is taken of that fact, or at all ovonts, it seems 
generally overlooked, that the “steam-man” has 
u the most important place in the ship 
which was formerly occupied by the “sea-man.” 
It is alsoa very curious feature of all thesa 
discussions that thore is no common agreomont 
among naval offcars as to. what o “seaman” 
really ia, or should be, in thess days-of mastless 
ships, where everything is worked by machinery. 

Bofore the question of “the training of sea- 
noon” can heusefully discussed, a clear definition 
of the term is required, That ia oxactly what

thoro is a great difference between a ‘seaman:

50 por cont. bluojuckots 
and 30 per cent. marines, only 8 per cent. of 
the total personnel of tho fleot belonged to 
the Engineer branch.:. Now only 60 ‘per! 
cent, aro bluejackets and marines, zc, 40 per 
cent. blnojackets and 20 por cont. marinos, and 
the Engineer branch now forms 26 per cent. of 
the whole instead of 8 per cent. This procens | 
ia still in progress, Yet tho naval serviea and 
public are much more concorned in making 
provision fer a great resorvé of “seamen” than 
of evgineers, artificars, and stokers. Such is 
the force of naval.tradition in thé service and 
out of it. : i 

The one thing clear, in the present state 
of things in tho naval servics, is the necessity 
of keeping our ships more at-ses, and more 
constant practice of - gunnery. ot soa... The | 
first condition is casily fulfilled, but ths sscond 
presonuts inherent difficulties: Wo cannot 
koap the whole of our fleot in commission, 
white we must have fully truined men always 
ready to man the vast. number of ships in roserve, 
Naval officars prefor ‘sea gunners’ tobe binajac 
kets rather than marine artillerymen. | It isa 
natural professional projndice, nothing more, 
plainly shown to be so by official Returns. These 
show that whon fair competition betwoan blue- 
jucket “sea gunners” and marine “sea gunners” 

as taken place by prize firing at sox, the 
marine wins more money per head than the 
Dluejacket. Nevertheless no naval administra- 
tor can ignore 4 prejudice so atrong. 

Tho pressing reform therefore appears to me 
tobe to give more sea training to the bluejackets 
und less to the marines. For this reason do I 
advocate keeping the marine forces more in 
resorve, by garrisoning the naval bases and 
conling stations abroad with marines under 
the Admiralty, and at the disposal'of the Ad- 
miral on the stations. This was the policy so 
strenuously advoested by Sir James Graham— 
twice First Lord of the Admiralty. He insistod 
there was no difficulty in garrisoning the uaval 
ports with marines and keeping the force still 
efficient as. marines by working them round in 
rotation in the ships, Had this system beon in 
operation on the China station, the Admiral 
would not have hed to destroy the fighting 
efficiency of his ships to provide a force of less 
than 75) men for shore service. He would have 
brought his marines up from Hongkong: when 
-things hogan to be critical, and thus havo boon 
able to provide a landing foreo,: while keeping 
his ships intact. : 

Lord St. Vincent strongly advocated filtoring 
the army through the fleot a3 marines, and asa 
reserve for the sailing navy. Tho policy that 
great Admiral and administrator urged should 
be applied. on a gigantic. scale in days of 
sailing ships and pure seamanship, I vonture to 
say, can he carried ont on a small scale sin: days. 
of mastless vessels and “steam-man-ship.” 
would substitute marine garrisons controlled by 
the admirals on the spot at our naval bases and 
conling stations abroad, for the present army 
arrisons under the control of the War, Office 
in London. I go further ond say it is the 
“most pressing reform required in the Navy,” 
and offers to be of infinite advantage to the 


Army.
